On the 26th March 1965 Constable Jugraj Singh was a 
member oi a police party detailed to intercept and ambush 
armed laidcrs infiltrating into Jammu & Kashmir. At about 
2245 hours, he observed three persons coming from across 
the cease-fire line, stepped forward and called on them to 
surrender, One of the lntiiidcig threw a hand-grenade at 
Constable Jugraj Singh as a result of which he sustained in- 
lunes. Unmindful of his injuries, Shri Jugraj Singh opened 
iire and tilled the intruder before lie could throw another 
gienade at the police party. A second intruder was also shot 
dead by the constable. Thus Constable Jugraj Singh not 
only saved the lives of ambush party but also foiled the 
nefarious plan of the intruders.
